“I saw a business man as he watch- 
ed his work accumulating on his desk 
Smile as he remarked: ‘My business 
today is possible because other men 
have served Atlanta as I am serving 
her now in giving my time te raising 
this Oglethorpe fund.’ 

“It is this far vision of the results 
of sacrifice that has made Atianta pos- 
sible. Time of the brainiest men in 
the city, thme that money could not 
buy, is given to Atlanta in such serv- 
ice. 

“During the past week thirty or 
forty such men have been meeting at 
the Oglethorpe luncheon after twenty- 
four hours’ of work actuated by a de- 
sire to build a great university in their 
city.

No Houses Visible. 

One of the deepest overflows was in 
the Brazos bottoms of this section, 
where boatmen reported no houses vis- | 
ible when they made their final trips | 
before dark this evening. 

The floods in both rivers tonight were | 
beginning to pass out into the gulf | 
through the last hundred miles of their 
courses. In the remaining territory | 
there were few important towns, but 
additional drownings in remote settle- 
ments are feared. A number of towns 
which had been cut off for two days 
reported today, each telling of property 
loss over wide areas, but of few 
drownings. 

At Alleyton, a small place on the} 

lower Colorado, tonight, the water was! 
8 feet deep over the highest elevation. 
A few miles north of there, at Colum- 
bus, one negro was drowned and a lime 
house was burned when the flood mixed 
with its contents. 
The Colorado river, 
stream on a rampage, is also adding its 
mead of trouble to the flood situation. | 
Bay City, 25 miles from the mouth} 
of the stream reported the water with- 
in 18 inches of the top of the pro- 
tection levee. A break, it was said, | 
would overflow a considerable portion | 
of the town. ‘Columbia, about 15 miles | 
from the Brazos mouth, was surround- | 
ed by water but reported no great 
damage was feared. s 

“ Railroad Losses -Heavy. 

Railroad losses in the Trinity and 

Brazos floods are heavy, President W. 
B. Scott, of the Sunset-Central lines, of 
the Southern Pacific, said they were the 
most serious his north and south lines |! 
have had to contend with in many 
years. 
The worst single situation was 
caused by the breaking of the levee, 
30 miles in length on the Brazos op- 
posite Bryan. More than 1,009 persons 
had refused to believe it would give 
way and remained in their homes, | 
which were submerged. Describing his 
experierces yesterday and last night in 
a rescue,boat in the overflow, from this 
levee break, W. W. Griggs, of Houston, 
said: 

“God knowh how many 
left in the bottoms. When we 
last night we could hear cries and 
shouts in the darkness. They are all 
huddled together in cotton gins and 
high places. There were 180 people in 
one gin house on Moorings plantation. 

“The levee is broken in three places. 
On top of the safe portions of the levee 
horses and mules and cows are crowd- 
ed in great numbers.” 

Griggs said the rescuers in his boat 
found one man and woman in a tree 
top where they had been for twenty- 
four hours. He gave them food, the 
first they had eaten in more than a 
day. 

The Brazos bottoms, one of the 
richest farm land sections of the state, 
were thickly populated. 

The overflow scattered many 
lies, who will not know how 
of their members were drowned 
the flood subsides.

Hurrying on an emergency call, the 
bravery of Claude M. McAfee, driver 
of the H M. Patterson auto-ambulance, 
yesterday afternoon saved the life of a 
fair pedestrian who stepped directly 
into the path of the huge machine. 

McAfee, who is hardly 20 years old,, 
swerved the car sharply to the left, 
crashing into a brick building. The 
girl whose life he had spared, contin-| 
ued on her way, seeking to avoid the 
eyes of the large crowd that gathered 
quickly. 

The accident occurred at DeKalb and 
Mayson avenues. McAfee was driving 
at a good rate out DeKalb avenue. At 
the intersection of Mayson avenue, a 
young woman, dressed neatly, stepped 
into the stréet, apparently oblivious of 
the big machine. | 

The driver clanged his gong. The 
woman stopped, as though in bewilder- 
ment. The only chance lay in changing 
the route of the ambulance. McAee 
jerked quickly to the left, throwing his 
ecarintothe brick building of Connell’s 
pharmacy. 

The radiator was crushed tnto a mass 
and the engine badly damaged. McAfee 
was bruised slightly, but was not oth- 
erwise injured. The ambulance was 
temporarily put out of commission, the 
call being taken over by another ma- 
chine.

Through the kindness of Judge An- 
Calhoun the negro will, in the 
of grace 1913, wrap his feet 
around the legs of his home table and 
his face around the succulent chicken 
to be served by a faithful wife. 

Peters has led a checkered career. 
He is the black Rufus Wallingford of 
the South. He is now 60 years old, 
well set up, despite his many jail sen- 
tences, and to demonstrate his faith 
in the healing blassing of religion Pe- 
ters will today be baptized. 

Peters’ largest claim to notoriety 
comes to him through a never-to-be- 
forgotten episode in which he was en- 
raged in selling tickets to: Eternity to 
dull but hopeful colored persons in 
this state. Some years ago south Geor- 
gia negroes were worrying over 
black parson’s prophecy that the world 
was coming to an end. Peters saw 3 
magnificent chance to commercialize 
even that catastrophic event.

HETGH-HETCHY FIGHT 


California City to Get Its Wa- 
ter Supply From the 
Yosemite Valley. 


Washington, December 6.-—vThe Ra- 
ker bill,. giving San Francisco water 
supply and power rights in the Hetch- 


Hetchy valley of the Toulumne river, 
Yosemite National park, passed the 
senate at 11:57 tonight by a vote of 
45 to 26. The bill had previously pass- | 
ed the house in identically the same 
form and goes at once to the presi- 
dent for signature. 

The passage of the bill three minutes 
before the hofir set for the arbitrary 
adjournment of the senate was attend- 
ed with unusual scenes. Fearful that 
the final vote would be defeated by 
lack of. time, Vice-President Marshall, 
the reading clerk and mémbers of the 
senate themselves brought a week of 
debate to an end in sixteen minutes of 
hurried voting. Party lines were divid- 
ed in the ftnal vote on the bill. Several 
senators cut short their remarks so 
that the. vote could be taken before 


midnight, according to the unanimows 
consent agreement reached some time 
azo, which required that the vote ‘he 
taken on the “Calendar day of Decem- 
ber 6.” 

The victory for San Francisco ends 
a fight that has been waged in con- 
gress for several years in which con- 
servationists and nature clubs took a 
conspicuous part. The bil) gives San 
Francisco authority to erect a dam in 
the Hetch-Hetchy valley’ § creatin a 
storage. reservoir, authority to flood 
the necessary parte of the valley to 
create electric power and sell it under 
the local regulations of California, and 
to construct conduits and canals 
through public lands where necessary 
as part of the city’s water supply sys- 
tem. 4 

Provision is made to protect the 
water rights of settlers on irrigated 
lands in the Turlock and Modesto irri- 
gation districts {In the San Joaquin val- 
ley and the city will be required to con- 
struct roads in the park, including a 
scenic highway, to build “sightly build- 
ings’ and furnish power at cost to irri- 
gation users. Opponents of the bill in- 
cluded those who claimed the beauty of 
the valley would be spoiled and that 
settlers on irrigated lands would be 
deprived of an adequate supply of 
water.

That the federal troops had aban- 
doned nearly all of the northern part of 
the republic after they had been beat- 
en and forced to seek safety in the 
mountains or on the United States bor- 
der, and that General Salvador Mer- 
cado, the federal commander, had pro- 
nounced his forces bankrupt,.was not 
accepted as indicating that the rebels 
will be. unresisted in their advance 
south. 

Huerta Ruse Feared. 

Some belief was expressed that the 
federals had an object in evacuating 
Chihuahua and other Isolated federal 
garrisons where.it was impossible for 
them to do much more than defend 
themselves, and that their purpose in 
abandoning their posts was to permit 
a more concerted and energetic defense 
in the central and southern states, 
where forts are more humerqus and 
communication among them is ‘easier. 

General Villa’s intention to augment 
his present army of 7,000 by scattered 
bands about Torreon and Zacatecas and 
to mass a solid foree of 20,000 or more 
rebels on the march to Mexico City 
would place the rebels in a unique 
position. 

Heretofore they have been scattered, 
while the strength of the federals was 
divided by their having to garrison the 
northern cities. 

As the rebels gain territory the rela- 
tive positions of the federals and 
rebels will be reversed, the latter have 
ing to protect what they have won 
While the federals will be more at 
liberty for aggressive fighting. It was 
this condition that led Villa to consider 
whether the government at Mexico City 
was not planning a campaign of con- 
siderable extent further south and 
when the comparatively undisciplined 
rebel forces might have to contend 
with greater numbers and superior 
fighting machinery. ; 

Rebullding the Railroads. 

Reconstruction of telegraph lines and 
temporary rebuilding of the railroads, 
marking the first semblance of peace- 
ful industry in northern Mexico in 
many months, occupied General Fran- 
cisco Villa's rebel army today. 

Almost the entire line from Juarez 
southward is guarded by rebels to 
prevent fugitive federal troops from 
cutting it. Both telegraph and rail- 
road are still only in a temporary 
stage of repair. 

Intimations have reached the rebel 
camp that General Huerta would wel- 
come the massing of a large body of 
rebels in the southern territory and 


would even encourage their passage 
into the interior with a view of pre- 


paring for them and then attempting 
to mow them down with machine guns 
and superior numbers. 


Villa for his entry into Chihuahua, th. 
state capital evacuated a week ago by 
General Mercadce, who, with six other 
generals and 5,000 troops and civilians, 
are fleeing toward the border at 
Ojinaga, . 

Villa Near Chihuahua. 


General Villa was encamped at Sauz 
tonight, about 30 miles north of Chi- 
huahua. Communication between the 
city and his camp was by courier as 
the telegraph between the two points 
had not been restored.

Keefer’s snow-white cap, her apron and 
her Dutch wooden shoes—which she 
wore to Keep from getting her feet 
damp at the sink and dishpan, and the 
subsequent departure of a _ cultured 
dish-washer from the ranks of At- 
lanta’s scullery-maidom. 


Will Invade Other Kitchens. 


But, according to her own state- 
ments, Mrs. Keefer isn’t daunted. She 
will invade other kitchens—if other 
kitchens permit—and continue her in- 
vestigation of sanitarv conditions 
throughout the city. Then, she in- 
tends to write about it and deliver a 
message to the people who feed the 
people and the people who are fed. 

Thus far, she has not cast about for 
another “position.” It is against her 
religion,to work on Sunday or to even 
prepare for work, so her investigation 
will lie at a standstill throughout to- 
day. She will be busy, however, re- 
citing to her many friends the unique 
and interesting experiences ‘she had in 
the kitchen of the Woman’s Exchange 
and telling of the many varied types of 
human nature with which she came in 
contact. 

A reporter who called at the Wom- 
an’s Exchange early last night to learn 
the cause of Mrs. Keefer’s unexpected 
disassociation from the establishment, 
met two indignant manageresses—Mrs. 
M. L. Webster and Miss M. J. Watts. 
They had not relished the idea of. Mrs. 
Keefer undertaking to . revolutionize 
the sanitation. of their kitchen, pure- 
lv for the fact that it Was sanitary 
enough. In fact, they averred, the 
state kitchen inspector had ranked 


‘Giem with a 


percentage of 609 for 
Sanitation and éantinees. 

“I wish you'd just £0 back and take 
a look at that kitchen,” they told the 
reporter. “If it isn't the cleanest 
place in Atlanta, then you can go and 
ask Mrs, Keefer to come back over and 
make it cleaner.” 


Kitchen Was Clean. 


The reporter looked. Surely, it was 
a clean kitchen, all scrubbed and 
shiny, with everything in immaculate 
order. 

“It's mighty near an insult to accuse 
this kitchen of being unclean,” they 
said. “If Mrs. Keefer is going to revo- 
lutionize sanitary conditions, she ought 
to exert her efforts to the kitchens that 
need revolution.’ 

Mrs. Keefer, they stated to the re- 
porter, had come to them last Satur- 
day, asking for work and saying that 
she could do anything from dishwash- 
ing to sweeping out. She had been put 
to dishwashing 

“She seemed to like the work.” said 
Miss Watts, “so we naturally let her 
stay at a labor which appeared her 
natural bent.’’ 

“We did not discharge her,” they 
said. “She quit of her own accord. 
Her trouble with the servant was the 
result of not Knowing how to handle 
negroes.”

Middle West I eams Stronger

Philadelphia, December 6.—(Special.) 
The 1913 football season, which ended 
with the Army’s sensational 22-9, vic- 
tory over the Navy, contained more 
than the usual number of features. 
The one that stood out the clearest 
was that the team which made the best 
combination of mastering the 
ments of the game and developing o-en! 
plays produced the best scoring eleven. ' 
The days when a team could get away 
with narrow ideas in football attack 
has passed. Progressive football, like 
progressive politics, is what the gen- 
eral public wants. 

Next to this feature was the remark- 
aible rise of the middle western univer- 
sities. Although no games were played 
between the teams which could be fair- 
lv considered the strongest in the west | 
and east, the five important. matches 
played’ between representatives of these 
two sections resulted in decisive victo- 
ries for the west. 

The games referred to were Michigan 


| 
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v. Cornell, Michigan v. Pennsylvania, 
Notre Dame v. West Point, 
Dame v. Penn State and Michigan v. 
Syracuse. Out of. five starts the west 
beat the east every time. 

To have gotten a perfect line on the 
comparative worth of the football as 
Played in both sections the 
would have been better gatisfied to 
have seen a game between either Chi- 
cago or Michigan and Harvard or Dart- 
mouth. There is no way to determine 
the relative ranking of Michigan and 
Chicago, because they not only did not 
meet, but played no common oppo- 
nents. 

Chicago Undefeated. 

Chicago went through the season un- 
defeated, while Michigan was beaten 
in its game with the Michigan Agri- 
cultural college. The character of 
fames played by Michigan led the sup- 
porters of the Wolverines to class this 
eleven with that of 1902, undoubtedly 
the greatest that Yost ever turned out. 
The Chicago team was uniformly suc- 
cessful, and owed its success to e 
speed and openness of the attack. 

In the east no oné disputes the right 
of Harvard to be ranked first. The 
Crimson went*through the season with- 
out a defeat, and in its final game 
with Yale displayed the best all-round, 
open game seen on any eastern grid- 
iron. Some Dartmouth men will un- 
doubtedly maintain that Harvard 
should not be ranked above the Green. 
the two elevens did not meet for the 
reason that Harvard, after last year’s 
3-0 victory, side-stepped the Hanover 
collegians. 

Had Dartmouth been able to £0 
through the season without a defeat

public| Yale and 


the eastern intercollegiate public 
would have been inclined to rank Dart- 
mouth above Harvard because the laek 
of a game was due to no fault of 
Dartmouth. But the otherwise perfect 
record of Dartmouth was considerably 
spoiled by the Indians’ overwhelming 
36-10 victory in the last game of the 
season. 

Whether Michigan ar Chicago could 
have beaten Harvard is purely a mat- 
ter of speculation. Well informed 
critics who saw both Chicago and 
Michigan play, contended that their 
elevens had tremendous undeveloped 
power, but doubted whether the’ infe- 
rior nature of their opponents would 
have given them enough strength and 
experience to. cope with the Harvard 
eleven, which, tn addition to getting an 
unusual amount of reasoning from 
strong preliminary games, contained 
‘enough veterans to make the team al- 
most invincible, 

Classy Games tn West. 


At the same time the brand of foot- 
ball played by the middle western tni- 
versities was of an unusually high 
class. In its originality and inventive- 
ness the middle west showed more 
progress than the east. There is.a ten- 
dency on the part of eastern institu- 
tions to pattern afte: what the big 
universcities do. This year Harvard, 
Princeton almost completely 
ignored the forward pass. and many 
of the minor colleges in this section 
were inclined to do likewise. 

The writer made a careful tabulation 
of the use to which the forward pass 
was put in the three championship 
games—Harvard v.. Prineeton, Prince- 
ton v. Yale and Yale y. Harvard. in 
these three games the forward pass 
succeeded Dut once, and then only for 
a gain of 10 yards in abowt fifteen 
trials. About 50 per cent of the at- 
tempts which failed resulted in the 


ball being tntercepted by the opposing’ 


side, and frequently run back for big 
gains. In other words, the forward 
pass as emploved by these big colleges 
testo a boomerang, a ground-loser 
nstead of a ground-gainer. 

It is now reported that 
negotiating for a tame with one of 
the big eastern t#versities for 1914.

Whether or not “Ole Miss” will then 
ask for reinstatement and full mem- 
bership in the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic assoclation remains to be 
seen.

To restore the Universi- 
ty of Mississippi to good standing

“Our old friend, General Car Short- 
age, is with us again and we are find- 
ing our work cut out for us in provid- 
ing sufficient transportation for our 
output of 200 cars per day,” said John 
N. Willys, president of the - Willys- 
Overland company, of Toledo, Ohio, in 
arecent interview. “However, we are 
evidently better situated in regard to 
car supplies than are some other parts 
of the country, for Detroit manufact- 
urers have, according to newspaper in- 
terview, been unable to ship their daily 
quota. Though we have been very busy 
getting a sufficient supply of cars for 
our business, we have never yet de- 
layed a shipment from the Overland 
factory, and railroad officials have 
promised to take care of us through 
these busiest months of our manufac- 
turing year.

in the further and very marked im- 
provement in the American and Fili- 
pino personnel of the bureau; in the 
efficiency of the administrative side 
of the work and in the physical train- 
ing of the pupils. Teachers from the 
United States have been almost with- 
out exception of excellent preparaticn 
and with the improvement in the qual- 
ity of American teachers, that of the 
Filipino teachers has kept pace. The 
latter have been assigned to positions 
of greater responsibility and now 11d 
are serving as supervising and assist- 
ant supervising teachers, which num- 
ber does not include 21 Filipino indus- 
trial supervisors. 

In view of the complete organiza- 
tion of the Philippine university, with 
all of its colleges, the policy of send- 
ing Filipino students to the l[ nited 
States in large numbers for their un- 
dergraduate work is being discontin- 
ued and provision has been made for 
the appointment of a limited number 
of fellows who have completed their 
undergraduate work to take two to 
four-year post-graduate courses in Eu- 
rope and America. 

Athletics are being encouraged with 
favorable results, and in a Far East- 
ern Olympiad,.in Manila last February, 
in which teams from China, Japan and 
the Philippines took part, the latter 
was victorious in every contest except 
baseball.

ish regime. In 1910 over 68 per cent 
of the total electorate were illiterate. 

Great progress was made on the 
irrigation system during the year, and 
it is indefinitely established that the 
total cost of the project will not ex- 
ceed $4,000,000. 

The sixth year of the operation of 
the American receivership of the Do- 
minican customs shows the largest 
receipts of its history, the gross re- 
ceipts being $4,112,735. This is said 
to be more remarkable because of 
the political disturbances in the re- 
public during the year and the volume 
of foreign trade is continuing to ex- 
pand, American goods constituting 62 
per cent of all the imports.

Corn in the F ar E ast. 


The rise of Indian corn or maize as 
a food factor in the life of the far east 
has come to be so marked as to indi- 
cate some impending economic changes 
of moment, says the United States 
consul, writing from Hongkong. 

While Chiza- has so far given little 
heed to the value of the American 
grain, Indo-China and the Philippines 
have developed corn raising to an ex- 
tent which has already affected inter- 
national trade in the east, and has re- 
sulted in marked benefit to the peoples 
concerned. Some little Indian corn is 
grown in isceated districts all over 
China, and .in the north, especially in 
Manchuria, enough is grown at times 
to export small quantities to neigh- 
boring Siberian, Japanesd@d and Korean 
ports. In the vicinity of Hongkong 
considerable quantities of corn are be- 
ing raised for sale as gréen corn, and 
corn is produced in increasing quanti- 
ties in Yunnan province and the ex- 
treme south of China. 

In Indo-China ten years ago corn 
was hardly known, but since that time 
the cultivation of corn has so in- 
creased that something like 80,000 
metric tons of the grain are exported 
annually, practically all to France for 
the manufacture of cheap flour and 
Starch products, the export to France 
being stimulated b\ 4 preferential 
tariff in favor of goods of French 
colonial origin. The expert of this 
gSrain ranks third in the list of prod- 
ucts of the colony now exported. Its 
cultivation has increased in a manner 
almost sensational, although droughts 
in the past three years have interfered 
temporarily with further development.

and interpretative ability. 

The vocal apparatus is delicate and 
requires the utmest care in the train- | 
ing. Exercised in a wrong way it, 
may: respond for a time, but it is sure'§ 
to wear out prematurely. On the | 
other hand, where judicious handling; 
is obtained a voice that has had faulty: 
guidance may ripen into an Instrument | 
of beauty and serviceability. 

I cannot too strongly recomme:. «. | 
therefore, the following of a cour e 
that will enable the pupil to ultimately | 
place himself under the instruction of. 
one who has proven that he knows | 
how to develop a vocal instrument: and ' 
to perfect the technic as far as it is 
possible to do so. 

When that stage arrives every ef- 
fort should be directed to becoming an 
artist—which means singing with free- 
dom, “with finish and effectiveness. 
Once a sound method of tone produc- 
tion is obtained it is well for the 
singer to forget the How of forming 
tones while appearing in public. 

Until this rule can be enforced no 
singer can expect to become a truly 
satisfactory artist, because when the 
mind is burdened with thoughts of 
technic during the delivery of a song) 
or air the fullest measure of artistic 
resources cannot be emploved. 

To illustrate what Is meant, let me 
take, say, the baritone Who may be 
endeavoring to interpret the Toreador 
song from “Carmen.” The’ singer 
knows the notes of the music; he real- 
ines what the text means and its dra- 
matic utterances, and also when he 
should’ use power and tones of little 
power. 3ut we will assume that 
throughout the singing he is constant- 
ly thinking of the detailed way in 
which he is making a certain tone and 
how he is to make the next one, and 
those contained in the approaching 
phrase. 

Can you not see that the mind is so 
intent on the Hiow that the Why is 
neglected? Freedom of style, as it is 
called, comes only when the technical 
part of the singer’s work has been so 
thoroughly mastered that it becomes 
mechanical—as much so as breathing 
when we are asleep And until the 
vocalist has reached this stage of his 
work he cannot hope for much recog- 
nition of the sort wished. 

The odd part about singing is tnoat 
once the method is firmly esta%@™@shed 
the singer discovers that making tone 
is based on the simplest possible laws. 
First comes the acquiring of a reliable 
control of breath; next a proper focus- 
ing of that tone in the front of the 
mouth, against the teeth, and finally 
an easy and confident way of handling 
the tone—of permitting it to flow free- 
lv, without any muscular constriction 
of the throat muscles. 

Any intelligent man or woman who 
will work conscientiously in the right 
way can learn to sing well. It is 
purely a question of work, and more

It is 
the spot where the battle of Ezra 
church Was fought, which was part of 
the maneuvering around Atlanta at te 
time of Sherman's raid. Captain R. M. 
Clayton said before the finance com- 
mittee last July, that this property was 
the only place in and around Atlanta 
that bore any considerable evidence of 
the War. 

Last Juilv the matter was 
by the park committee and general 
ouncil, with the recommendation that 
it be bought by the city for $45,000. 
The finance committee, however, held 
it up because all the available money 
had to go to pay for the crematory.

Street cars were manned for a short 
distance on one line, and many men 
and some women returned to their 
homes for the first time since the storm 
began. The police took charge of traf- 
fic early, and throughout the day mar- 
shalled the provision wagon? through 
the narrow thoroughfares which had 
been cut through the snow. 

Reports from the state tonight in- 
dicate that Cripple Creek, high in the 
mountains, is in a critical condition, 
due to the blizzard which struck that 
gold mining town last night and this 
morning. The power plant has burned 
and the town is in darkness, save the 
light from candles and coal oil lamps. 
Fifteen feet of snow covers the dis- 
trict. Six business houses were de- 
stroyed by the wind, and scores of 
other dwellings and business houses 
were damaged.

A train on the short line railroad 
which left Cripple Creek for Colorado 
Springs on Thursday, is snowbound at 
Summit, one of the highest points in 
the traversable sections of the Rocky 
Mountains.

Our Fourth President. 


There seems 
great similarity 
Madison. ths 
United States, 


to have been a very 
in the lives of James 
fourth president of the 
and his immediate pre- 
decessor, Thomas Jefferson. 
were both Virginians by birth. 
son's family was among the 
immigrants from Wales and Jefferean's 
iamoneg the early immigrants from Eng- 
land. Jefferson's Virginia home was 
called Montice sllo”’ and Madison's 
“Montpelier.’

Americans were very 
many respects. 
always delighted to manifest 
confidence in one another. 

was asked his opinion by a 
friend, he very often replied 
putting another question: “What 
Mr. Jefferson?” Ask Jefferson 
for information and he would not in- 
frequently answer, “Go te Madison— 
that was his measure—he knows a 
good deal more about it than I do.” On 
being told this, Mr. Madison would 
Similingly say—"it was his measure, 
not mine—tL only helped carry it into 
execution.” They always spoke of 
each other with warm expressions of 
respect and attachment, 

(‘ne of the letters Thomas Jefferson 
wrote shortly before his death to Madi- 
son, contained the following request: 
“To myself you have been a pillar of 
support through life. Take care of me 
when dead, and be assured that I shall 
leave with you my last affection.” 

M: dlaee survived Jefferson ten years. 
When he retired from the presidency 
he found relief from the.active cares 
of public life at Montpelier, just as 
Washington had done at Mt. Vernon, 
and Jefferson at Monticello, and in very 
much the same way. During the last 
years of Madison’s life he was a great 
sufferer from rheumatism. In fact, 
there was no continued period after 
his retirement when his health was 
good. 

Kiarly in the summer of 1836 the re- 
port went forth that he was sinking. 
Nevertheless, he was moved each day 
from his bed to his chair and his mind 
continued active. His mind was clear 
up to the very last, although he ex- 
pressed, a few days before his death, 
some concern that he was unable to 
connect the memory of events readily. 
On the evening of June 27, 1836, his 
physicians were with him for the last 
time. He had become extremely ema- 
ciated and was growing gradually 
weaker. On the morning of the 28th 
he was moved from his bed to his 
chair as usual, and his ntece brought 
him his breakfast and left it with him, 
urging him to eat. When she return- 
ed to the room a few minutes later he 
wag.dead. No one was with him at the 
ime; he made no parting speeches 
and took no sorrowful farewells; but 
among his papers was found this, his 
last message to his fellow countrymen: 
“Advice to My Country.” 
this advice, if it ever see the 
light, will not do so till I am no more 
It may e isiderea as issuing from 
the tomb, where truth alone ec an be re- 
spected, an the happiness ‘of man 
alone consulted. It will be entitled, 
therefore, to whatever weight can be 
derived from good intentions, and from 
the experience of One who has served 
his country in various stations through 
a period of forty years; who espoused 
in his youth, and adhered through his 
life, tothe cause of its libert¥: and who 
has borne a part in most of the wrreat 
transactions which will constitute 
epochs of its aestiny. 

‘The advice nearest to my heart and 
deepest in my convictions is, that the 
union of the states be cherished and 
perpetuated. Let the open enemy to it 
be regarded as a pandora with her box 
opened, and the disguised one as the 
serpent creeping with his de adly wiles 
into paradise. 

After the close 
term as president 
in 1817, he retired 
Montpelier, where 
twenty happy vears with books and 
friends. This sweet and tranquil old 
age well carried by services 
to creatures such as it is 
given few men to render. 
Amone the fourtders of our nation his 
place is beside that of Washington, 
Hamilton, Jefferson and Marshall; but: 
his party was peculiar. 

Madison was pre-eminently the 
scholar, the profound, constructive 
thinker, ind his limitations were such 
as belong to that character. He was 
modest, quiet and reserved in manner, 

stnall in stature, neat and refine 
courteous and amiable. He was no 
the sort of hero for whom people threw 
their caps and shouted themselves 
hoarse, like Andrew Jackson, for ex- 
ample. But his work was of the kind 
that will be powerful for good in the 
world long after the work of the men 
of Jackson's type shall have been for- 
gotten. 

But fortunately for him he was 
married to a woman who could in 
every way carry out the brilliant side 
of the household of a statesman, Dolly 
Payne Madison, who was one of the 
most popular women and one of the 
greatest entertainers who ever graced 
the executive mansions at Washington, 
Mrs. Madison was 23 years the junior 
of the president. Their married life 
of forty-two years was one of tn- 
clouded happiness in spite of their 
widely different temperaments. She 
was a woman of extraordinary beauty 
and accomplishments. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Madison lived to be more than 


eighty years of age 

The ill-health of James Madison 
may account somewhat for his retir- 
ing disposition, and a lack of general 
interest in the gay life of the period in 
which he was in public life. But in 
spite of the fact that he drew no 
great circle of public men about him, 
he went into retirement in the univer- 
sal respect of his countrymen, and 
bore that respect ever after. In this 
retirement at Montpelier, the Madisons 
tasted all the sweetness of their well- 
earned honors.

This was accentuated by 
a certain propaganda of pessimism, 
which, whether designedly or not, pro- 
duced a condition of extreme nervous- 
ness and tension.” 

When Wilson was elected thoughtful 
people - predicted that Wall street 
would rebel against the proposed tariff 
and currency reforms, and the expect- 
ed has happened... Whether our “cap- 
tains of industry” will continue to sulk 
after the cu@rency bill has passed re- 
mains to be seen. The chances are 
that a number of our big men are too 
old to learn the new rules. Some of 
them, however, are already beginning 
to adjust themselves to the changed 
conditions.

Cotton. 

New Orleans, December 6.—This has 
been a dull week in the cotton. mar- 
ket. Trading has been light and fluec- 
tuations narrow. Little desire .was 
shown by either side to enter into new 
trades of consequence because of the 
important pending bureau_ reports. 
Much liquidation was accomplished by 
both sherts and longs. 

The net results of the week's trading 
in the futures market were a decline of 
1 point to an advance of 2 points. The 
high prices were made on Tuesday and 
the low prices on Saturday. At the 
highest, trading months were 23 to 24 
points over last week’s close; at the 
lowest they were 3 toe 5 points under. 
The range was 27 to 28 points. 

Expectations of the trade, as a whole, 
were more for bullish than for bearish 


covering by the short side. Bulls saw 
their advantage and took it, with the 
result that toward the end of the week 
the narrow market was somewhat over- 
bought. A selling wave on Friday was 
partly the result of this state of af- 
fairs. It was generally conceded on 
the week-end that the market held only 
a small interest, for this time of the 
year, either way.

Financial. 

New York, December 6.—Increased 
strength and activity this week, de- 
spite unfavorable factors, demonstrated 
the liquidated conditions of the stock 
market. Tension prevailed in the 
money market, with year-end settle- 
ments still to come, but easing of 
money is expected in January. Strict 
limitation of capital issues promised an 
accumulation which may be expected 
to stimulate investment demand. 

Indefinite postponement of the new 
firanch loan, owing to the French 
ministerial crisis, obscures the pros- 
pect for unlocking capital. 

October railroad earnings show a 
progressive decline in net, and empha- 
size that factor in credit impairment 
but strengthen the raibroads’ argument 


| for higher freights. Steel trade author- 


ities express hopefulness that contrac- 
tion in business, while still in prog- 
ress, is near an end. Reports of in- 
creases in the number of unemployed 
accompany the business contraction. 

Anti-trust references in the presi- 
dent’s message were less drastic than 
expected in some quarters. Filing of 
new government suits weakened the 
stocks involved, but were without gen. 
eral influence. An impression of a 
more lenient policy grew out of the re- 
ported agreement between the govern- 
ment and the New Haven on a form of 
dissolution.

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New York, December 6.—As a re@hit 
of a favorable interpretation of Presi- 
dent Wilson’s message to congress, 
sentiment in financial and business 
circles has improved considerably to- 
wards the end of the week. This has 
been responsible for a fair upward 
in stocks, although there 
was only a small improvement in out- 
side interest, the majority of trans- 
actions being furnished by professional 
traders yet. Still the deadly dullness 
that had reigned for several weeks was 
broken with a fair volume of trans- 
actions in the sessions rollowing the 
message. The buying came mostly 
from short covering which also ac- 
counted for the advance, for while sen- 
timent was plainly on the improve, 
there was very little active bullish ap- ? 
deavor to force shorts to cover or 
make a higher market. The uncer- 
tainties as to monetary legislation and 
the Mexican situation continue to pre- 
vent the formation of bull pools, while 
gloomy reports of industria] conditions 
are still current. The fact that the 
public did not buy securities, following 
the more favorable turn of events, was 
considered a bad sign by traders, al- 
though it is hoped that after the turn 
of the year, there wil) be more interest 
shown by the public. 

The attitude of the government in 
allowing the New Haven road to in- 
stitute certain reforms without suit 
was consicéred a very favorable de- 
velopment, as a sutt under the Sher- 
man act at the present time might 
force the New England lines into in- 
solvency. Among the more unfavor- 
able fatures are the prospects of sev- 
eral large strikes, reports of increasing 
numbers of unemployed, and increasing 
commercial failures. Foreign news 
has been much more cheerful recently, 
with money matters greatly improved 
Further anti-trust suits which 
have begn started recently were all 
expected, and so their commencement 
was without much effect. Money mat- 
ters as a Whole are favorable, with 
easier rates following the short flurry 
of high loaning charges at the end of 
the last week and start of this one. 


$14,000,000 Sent to Canada. 


Cal] money rates dropped rapidly as 
soon as the first of the month dis- 
bursements found their way back to 
the banks, with call money under 5 
per cent towards the end of the week 
as compared with a maximum of 10 
per cent the week before and 8 per 
cent on Monday, later firming to 8 per 
cent again. Time rates were moder- 
ately easy, with 5 per cent for the 
longer mattrities on the best names. 
There is plenty of money where the 
banks are willing to lend it, but’ the 
general tendency is to impose various 
conditions on loans asked by many 
borrowers. Banks are very reluctant 
to make loans for anything but very 
short periods. The gold movement to 
Canada is over for the time, with a 
total of nearly $14,000,000 sent from 
here. - This loaning of gold to Canada 
Was really because it could not be 
spared from England, the transactions 
being largely in the nature of loans by 
American bankers to English ones. 
This assistance by New York hag re- 
lieved London of a source of weakness, 
for, if necessary, gold would have been 
sent from London to Canada. The 
money outlook in all of Europe is 
greatly improved, despite the possibili- 
ty that the new $260,000,000 French 
rentes issue may be subjected to state 
tax. The danger of a stringency in 
Berlin is over for the present, with 
money more plentiful and cheap there 
than it has been in six or seven 
months. For the first time in very 
many years, cal] money in Berlin went 
below 2 per cent not long ago. 

The points which financial interests 
liked best in Wilson’s message were 
those in which he referred to the set- 
tlement of business uncertainties 
through the amendment of the Sher- 
man act to make it more favorable to 
all concerned, and the speedy ehact- 
ment of legislation to force further 
industrial readjustments. Although the 
latter may mean more dissolution 
suits or more restrictions on business, 
such have been expected, and the 
source of satisfaction is that such will 
be taken up speedily and “relieve 
further doubts. President Wilson 
further plainly intends to postpone at- 
tacks on “Big Business,” rag | is 
meant attacks and not regulation, Sev- 
eral leading bank officials expressed 
hearty’ approval of the caution shown 
in the message in dealing with ques- 
tions which might have been,taken up 
in such a way that business” interests 
might have taken great alarm.

Foreign Markets Firmer. 


The increase in foreign copper stocks 
is expected to be followed by an in- 
crease in surplus stocks of the metal 
shown in the report for November, to 
be issued by the Copper Producers as- 
sociation on Monday. For the two? 
weeks to December 1, there was an in- 
crease in stocks in Europe of 5,250,000 
pounds. Even though there is an in- 
crease in stocks here, domestic surplus 
supplies will still be abnormally small. 
There were 32,566,382 pounds on hand 
November 1. Buying of copper has been 
light as a whole, with prices working 
still lower. Sales were made in n- 
don on a basis of 14 cents a pound, 
though nothing at under 14% cents has 
been heard of here. Buyers are only 
taking what Is immediately nec ry. 

Firmer foreigfii markets were reflect- 
ed in better prices for wheat in the 
leading grain’ markets in this country 
during the week. There was @ notice- 
able improvement in sentiment follow- 
ing the announcement of sales of wheat 
for export. It is said that wheat has 
been badly oversold and any further 
I favorable to = 
srices might lead to a heavy cover: 
a ceed by shorts. Corn was steady. 

Movements of cotton prices were 
without special significance, with 
traders awaitin government figures on 
ginning and the crop estimate next 
week before taking definite action on 
either side of the market. There ag 
plenty of bearish crop estimates, but 
the National Ginners figured ginning to 
December 1 at 12,088,000 bales, with an 
indicated crop of 13.635,000 bales, with-

AUTOMATIC DEVICES: 
TO STOP THE TRAINS 


Washington, December 6.—-Inventors 
and promoters of devices to stop trains 
automatically in emergencies, appeared 
today before the house interstate com- 
merce committee, which is considering 
bills to require the installation of 
such devices, if successful ones can be 
found. 

is. G. Buckland, vice president of the 
New Haven, offered to co-operate with 
the committee. His suggestion was 
based, he said, upon an extended in- 
vestigation his road had made of such 
devices after the Westport wreck. He 
said that in response to a $1,000 re- 
ward offered by his road, 3,500 offers 
of such devices were received. ofr 
those 1,500 had been investigated, one 
installed and another will be installed 
next week. 

W. P. Borland, chief of the safety 
appliances work of the interstate com- 
merce commission, asked the commit- 
tee for legislation to empower the 
commission with authority over opera- 
tion of block signal systems and other 
safety devices. 

H. W. Belnap, chief inspector for 
the interstate commerce commission, 
testified he believed the.strain on en 
gineers in the operation of high speed 
trains was largely responsible for 
wrecks. He said that block signals 
would not prevent accidents in the ab- 
sence of adequate regulations, and that 
the interstate commerce commission 
should have the right to regulate the 
speed of trains. He condemned caution 
signals, and said trains should not 
pass any Kind of signals without stop- 
ping.

to call to your attention. Already ! 
have reported that of old Fort Early 
(Warwick, Ga.), near Cordele, erected 
under Governor Early’s administra- 
tion by General Blackshear, and aft- 
|) erwards used bv General Gaines as 
well, and General Jaekson’s army: in 
his defense against the Indians. 

For two years or more I have had 
in view the probable marking of Fort 
Early, by our Council of Safety chap- 
ter, Americus, but as it does not ma- 
terialize, not seeming eaSily access!- 
|ble to us, I thought it might be done 
by some future chapter of Cordele or 
‘other nearby place, just as we hope 
all, at least important historie sites, 
|} may be- marked in time, as well as our 
frevolutionary graves indicated (or the 
faint inscriptions on those which are 
standing, made decipherable.) 

In addition to this is another place 
in Crisp county where the last at- 
itack ever made in that section by the 
Indians was repelled. I refer to the 
spot on Cedar creek, where two brave 
men, on January 22, 1818, lost their 
lives in trying to make a safe passage 
across, for a portion of Jackson's army. 
Their names were Captain Leigh and a 
private of Captain Every’s company, 
Samuel Loftis. Both were killed from 
ambush by thelurking Indians of that 
then roadless country. Major Frank- 
lin Heard, at the time, tried to dis- 
suade these two men from their peril- 
ous undertaking of gettimge across, be- 
cause the thick growth on the other 
side of the stream seemed a fitting 
shield for the probable “Red Sticks’ 
presence, but they were not to be dis- 
mayed, going to their certain doom, as 
it proved, for in getting across they 
were fired upon by thirty Indians and 
shot dead on the spot. 

| have seen an authentic statement 
these facts, more comptete than | 
in this way or time furnish, and it 
is fully verified by old newspapers of 
that period and by the official reports 
of the commissariat of Jackson’s army 
to. the secretary of war. General Jack- 
line of march from Fort Haw- 
(Macon) to Hartford (Hawkins- 
ville), thence to Fort Earty, ana on to 
Fort Scott, was through where now 
stands the little city of Cordele, Cedar 
creek breastwords being distant there 
from 6 miles on the south, and Fort 
Early. distant 7 miles further on.

'CONFEDERATES WOULD 
ACCEPT U. S. PENSIONS

Kimphatically recently- 
published statement made at the U .D. 
C. convention in New Orleans by- Mrs. 
White to the effect thata “great ma- 
jority of the confederate veterans 
would not accept a pension from the 
government,” J. H. Shellnutt, of At- 
lanta, an ardent confederate, declared 
recently that practically all the vet- 
erans would accept such a pension. 
He takes the position that the United 
States government owes it to the south 
to grant pensions to the confederate 
veterans and that those who wouldn't 
accept would be few and far between. 
“lt unhesitatingly say that it would 
be a very small minority indeed that 
would not accept pensions,’ said Mr. 
Shelnutt. “First. because we believe 
that it is due us, for more reasons 
than one: second, because soon after 
the war the national government en- 
acted laws giving pensions to all the 
disabled union soldiers, thereby putting 
a tax upon the whole people that now 
|amounts to between $15,000,000 ° and 
$20,000,000 annually, and the southern 
states have paid their prorata share 
unmurmuringly for nearly fifty years; 
again because of the enormous load 
that the south has been carrying in 
trving to educate the millions of ne- 
groes turned loose upon us Dy the gov- 
ernment and because of the tax laid 
upon southern farmers in the years 
following the war, amounting to be- 
tween $60,000,000 and $100,000,000, 
which the supreme court of the United 
States has held was illegally collected 
from the south and which the national 
government was holding illegally. 
“We feel that we are really not ask- 
ing the national government for one 
penny,’ continued Mr. Shelnutt, “but 
that we would only be receiving what 
rightfully belongs to us. Now, if con- 
eress should reimburse the south for 
what has been illegally collected from 
us, the state of Georgia's pro rata part 
would be between $10,000,000 and $16,- 
000,000—enough to make decent pen- 
sions for all, if it could be paid into 
our state treasury to increase the con- 
federate veterans’ pensions’ now being 
paid. 
“We again sav that we don't feel 
there is any humiliation in simply ask- 
ine for our own, with the United States 
owing this-debt to the southern states. 
And if the government will give to each 
confederate veteran a sufficient pension 
for the remainder of his days—and it 
will be but a few brief years, at any 
rate. before they will all have depart- 
ed—then I say let the United States 
keep the illegal tax coHected after the 
war and wipe out this debt by the 
payment of the pensions to the veter- 
ans of the confederacy.”

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Why the Christmas Tree?

IS GEORGIA GOING BACKWARD? 


Among the interesting items cited-recent- 
ly in The Constitution as those in which 
Georgia takes priority over the whole na 
tion was in relation to the so-called ‘mar- 
ried woman's act.” In other words, 
the first American commonwealth 
ognize and put into law the fact that though 
4 woman married it did not deprive her of 
the right to manage her own property. In 
the davs when that action was taken it 
was “farthest north” for the rights of wom- 
an in America, now conceded eommon- 
place. 


is the Georgia of today less progressive 
with regard to ethics than the Georgia 
of those times? The question is legitimate. 
Only last summer we had legislation plac- 
ing mothers and fathers on a plane of 
equality’ with regard to the custody of chil- 
dren. in the event of a legal separation. 
Previously, the law did not recognize the 
mother’s right, though the father might 
have violated every. commandment in the 
decalogue. 

But there is still present in Georgia an 
anachronism that indicts ‘he state’s repu- 
tation for progress and that is the fact 
that it does not admit women ‘to the prac- 
tice of law. They can freely, and when 
qualified, practice medicine and serve as 
trained nurses, in both of which professions 
they hold life in the hollow of their hands. 
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Their brains and energy are welcomed in 
the business world and they “make good” 
in many positions of high responsibility. 
But when it comes. to arguing before a 
Georgia tribunal, they have no status what- 
ever. We present the anomaly of main- 
taining law schools which graduate women, 
sometimes with first honors, but. closing the 
doors of the courts to them. States all 
around us years ago cast off this ancient 
embarzo. 

The next Georgia legislature should set 
the state in line with modern thought, re- 
deem the principles of justice toward wom- 
en in which Georgia once led the nation. 
And we believe that when the legislaturé 
fully recognizes the import of that justice, 
action will be forthcoming. 


THE WISDOM OF WILEY. 


What Dr. Harvey W. Wiley recently told 
a representative of The Constitution .about 
the prevention of infant. mortality and the 
general conservation of health ought to 
sink deep into the intelligence of the peo- 
ple of Atlah«a. 

Dr. Wiley, who spent -part of a day in 
the city on his way to New Orleans, 
Stressed the progress that would come not 
only from an elevation of our standards of 
milk inspection, but as well of our general 
health laws. | 

He said, with perfect truth, that while 
we strive to keep our police and fire de- 
partments on a plane of high efficiency, 
spending much money on them, we put 
health in the background, with a niggardly 
appropriation. It is right’ and necessary to 
to have an adequate police and fire force. 
No city can exist without them. But it 
is equally necessary to untfe the hands 
of those who are fighting disease, and the 
only way to do that is to simplify their or- 
ganization and give them money enough for 
the work. 

In the matter of milk inspection, Dr. 
Wiley showed that the lives of many in- 
fants could be saved here annually, if we 
took due precaution as to purity, cleanli- 
ness and manner of dispensing. Already 
the energies of Dr. Claude Smith, city bac- 
teriologist, has accomplished wonders in 
this direction. But he is handicapped by 
lack of funds, and by lack of co-operation 
in not having a sufficient force of inspec- 
tors, and the latter are unavailable because 
of the so-called “poverty” of the city. 

Our general health situation is hardly 
an improvement over this condition, as was 
attested in the recent survey made by an 
expert representative of the Russell Sage 
foundation. Because we fail to observe 
proper methods with communicable dis- 
eases, and because we do not adopt mod- 
erh procedure with our sanitary and health 
organizations, we lose many lives here an- 
nually. We save a few dollars in direct 
appropriations and lose large fortunes in 
lives prematurely snuffed out and produc- 
tion impaired for those who survive. 

A notable feature of Dr. Wiley’s warn- 
ing is one often touched on by The Con- 
stitution. That is that if, in full view of 
these facts, the municipal government con- 
tinues a’policy of neglect or apathy, it can 
hardly fail of complicity in the death rate. 
Ugly as that responsibility may seem, it is 
one that cannot be avoided if we have the 
courage to open our eyes to the real nature 
of the situation. 


THE BURDEN OF PARDONS. 


Recorder Nash R. Broyles, of Atlanta, 
one of the undoubted authorities on crime 
in the southern. states, commends The Con- 
stitution’s excoriation of the pardon record 
of Blease, of South Carolina, and names 
other offenders, hardly less mischievous. 
He believes there is, almost universally, an 
abuse of the pardoning power. He thinks 
too much fearful and tragic responsibility 
is vested in the governor in the way of 
pardons, and he would favor laws lifting or 
modifying it. 

Recorder Broyles is right. There is en- 
tirely too much power vested in many 
American executives with regard to the 
function of clemency and the personal pres- 
sure upon them is unjust, and in some in- 
stances positively damaging to their health. 
That is not to mention the feature of ex- 
pediency. It is needless to relate instances 
in Georgia where the time of the governor, 
the incumbent or his predecessors, has been 
diverted’ for days from public business in 
the hearing of applications for pardon... In 
Georgia, especially, the situation is unfortu- 
nate, in that the wide latitude given the 
governor under the law makes ‘him virtually 
a retrial court, duplicating the functions 
of the pardon board, and, in cases where 
the incumbent is not conscientious, opening 
the way to serious and flagrant abuses. 

No one who has not sat in’the chair 
of a governor, or any other official holding 
lite and death in the hollow of his hands, 
knows the tremendous psychic drain upon 
him, when mothers, fathers, wives, brothers, 
sisters and friends approach him with every 
argument possible to the wide range of the 
human emotions. The man who can re- 
such appeals needs to be made of heroic 
fiber, It is not humane or just to subject 
him to such a strain and it is not. justice 
to the public business to saddle this added 
weight on him. 

The way out is, 
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of course, a difficult 
and intricate one. It ought to be possible 
to find a solution without erring on the 
side of mercy or justice, mercy and justice 
to society well as to the man or the 
womah who has offended against its laws. 
One thing is certain, and that is that our 
judicial’ processes and our pardoning ma- 
chinery cannot much longer sustain the 
unequal strain under which they now labor.

Ravaging Great White Plague; | 
A Sermon for Tuberculosis Day 


Mary E. Lapham, of Highlands Camp 
Sanatorium, Highlands, N. (©. is among 
the first national authorities on tuber- 
culosis. She has written espectally for 
The Constitution a frank analysis of the 
status of the fight against that disease, 
to be read on Tuberculosis day. Dr. Lap- 
ham states, with startling candor, that 
we are attacking tuberculosis at the 
wrong angle.

“For which of you, desiring to 
tower, doth not first sit down and 
the cost, whether he have wherewith 
complete it? Lest haply wher he hath laid 
a foundation, and is not able to finish, a!l 
that behold begin to mock him, saying. 
‘This man began to build and was not able 
to finish.’” 

The sale of Red Cross seals this year 
was not as markedly successful as hereto- 
fore. There was a lack of enthusiasm, 
which possibly expressed a deeper instinct 
—a feelimg that tuberculosis work had come 
to a standstill; that there was nothing new 
—Nno new ideas to attract attention and 
arouse interest—nothing but the same cold 
story in the same old way. The need for 
beds, for nursing, for milk and eggs is 
greater each year, but this burden is sag- 
ging down on us now because we see no 
hope of a change for the better in the fu- 
ture. As the magnitude of the suffering 
becomes more apparent, the difficulty of 
relieving it is magnified to such an extent 
that the burden seems more than we can 
bear. Each year the number of cases in- 
creases, although the death rate falls be- 
cause of better care and more recoveries. 
With children we find that the disease has 
not been reduced, and that the number of 
cases steadily increases up to maturity. The 
demand for beds, for relief from suffering, 
becomes ever greater. In spite of our efforts, 
the flood is rising, and the taxpayers that 
are building and supporting $3,000,000 hos- 
pitals may well call a halt and ask for 
a report from a tuberculosis committee jus- 
tifying the expenditure of so much money 
by a plain statement of the facts upor 
which this expenditure is based. This com- 
mittee would say that the spread of tuber- 
culosis is menacing our future, and that it 
must be stopped. That the only way to do 
this is to take care of all cases, for two 
reasons: First, to prevent their being 
sources of contagion to others; second, to 
get them well and educate them so thut 
they will never expose anyone else to such 
a danger. 

Prevention of Exposure. ° 

The main justification for our present 
methods of expenditure is the prevention 
of exposure. It is universally believed that 
this is the only way the disease is acquired, 
and therefore if we could prevent the trans- 
mitsion from one case to another we? could 
stamp out tuberculosis as we have smaull- 
pox and other communicable diseases. if 
we can keep tubercle bacilli out of our bodies 
We can never have tuberculosis, is the car- 
dina) point—the point upon which all our 
work turns, and therefore the ideal way 
would be to place every case ane 
tubercle bacillus derived from a case on an 
island in the middle of the ocean, and thts 
effectually obliterate all means of perpet- 
uating the disease. This is whut we ‘nean 
when we speak of “obliterating tuvercuic- 
sis,” because we believe that the tubercle 
bacillus is only resident jn the human body 
ard cannot grow outside, and that its trans- 
missicn from case to case is the sole sny- 
ply. Weare doing our beat .to prevent this 
transmission by quarantin® ‘nreasures. ioe 
cause segregation prevents the spread of 
cholera and diphtheria and other commuri- 
cable diseases, we argue that it must check 


tuberculosis. 

‘In making a critical estimate of the 
tuberculosis situation, we must clearly dis- 
tinguish between the reduction of the death 
rate and the reduction of the total number 
of cases. Because of improved methocs we 
have markedly reduced the death rate, is 
tuberculosis decreasing? No! On the con- 
trary, it is steadily increasing, steadily af- 
fecting our existence in greater and greater 
complexity, unti] it is beginning to be found 
inextricably interwoven and entangled with 
the strength and vigor of our peodvile, even 
when not characterized by organic destrue- 
tion. A small proportion of tuberculosis 
comes out and is recognized. These mani- 
fest cases are all that we take cognizanc? 
of. Beneath this small percentage is an 
immense mass of disease, never receoarized 
existing as all sorts of failures in health 
and strength, so that at the least cuaicula- 
tion the health and strength of one-twelfth 
of our total population is undermined. With 
1,000,000 manifest cases and 7,000 unsus- 
pected, latent cases we may well ask, Are 
vou sure that we are working the right 
wav? Can nothing more be known? Would 
it be worth while to appoint a commission 
of our most scientific men to carefully study 
the problem and report the latest scientific 
discoveries and see if anvthing more ean 
be done? Would it not save the United 
States money to put this huge problem in 
the hands of a scientific investigating com- 
mittee, with men like Gorgas and Ravenel 
and Bass, to present the situation accord- 
ing to the best scientific comprehension? 

We are working too much in the dark. 
We are not sufficiently informed on the ivui- 
lowing points: 


We Don’t Know. 


We do not know when the disease be- 
gins nor how: whether it is an intestinal 
infection constantly resident and constantly 
entering and leaving the blood stream, as 
so many other infections do, and manifesting 
itself at any time in any way; the bacillus 
of Koch may _be but the final product of 
a long .series of adaptations, produced by 
changing conditions in us, and therefore if 
we are to be able to detect this disease 
in its various stages, we must be able to 
discover all the different stages in the life 
history of its cause, otherwisé we shall not 
work with any precision. Since tuberculosis 
is the most widespread of al) diseases, and 
the only one affecting so many forms of 
animal life, we should know whether our 
bacillus and our disease are an analogous 
phenomenon, or separate and unique. The 
fish, frog, snake, lizzard, turtle and other 
cold-blooded animals have tubercles pro 
duced by tubercle bacilli: so have chickens, 
turkeys, pigeons and birds; so have pigs, 
sheep, cats, dogs, cows and monkeys.  \?ti 
of these animals have the same kind of 
tubercles, produced by the same kind of 
tubercle bacilli. Shah we infer that this is 
handed from snake to snake, from frog to 
frog, from pigeon to pigeon, trom cow to 
cow, [n sealed transmission, and if we 
could break this transmission, each class 
of existences would be saved? Or shall we 
say that this is an extraordinary fact? That 
as a rule a disease affects a very restricted 
number of species; the boll weevil does not 
affect wheat, nor the phylloxera of grapes, 
apples; Anthrax is harmless to horses: foot 
and mouth disease does not touch frogs. 

Would it be more reasonable to infer 
that such an unusual, universal manifesta- 
tion must be due to some universal cause 
affecting all these species alike, differing 
only in its manifestations because of the 
peculiarities of its victim? What could this 
common cause be that is affecting-our ani- 
nial world so universally? In all tubercles 
we find bacilli that are alike in their fun- 
damental characteristics. Whether in. man 
or frog, in snake or cow, these bacilli re- 
semble each other in the way they stain 
and in their biological reactions. Their 
presence can always be detected by tests 
with tuberculin made from any member of 
this great family. A tuberculin made from 
the tubercle bacilli of the turtle wili cause 
a reaction in man. More than this. these 
same bacilli are found throughout the vege- 
table world, on the leaves of trees, the 
blades of grass, in hay, in the mosses, in 
running water and in stagnant places. Gen- 
erally speaking, they are ever;where, and 
if we make a tuberculin from the timothy 
bacillus, we get a reaction in any animal 
harboring tubercle bacilli. It has even hap- 
pened that the human tubercle baeilli of one 
country are less closely related to the in- 
habitants of another country than the tim- 
othy ‘bacillus growing in their own home 
fields. 
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A Paradox. 
We find these bacilli present in the milk 
and dung of cows very often, and the cow

seems to be perfectly well. With a mark 
tuberculin reaction and tubercle bacillf i4- 
the milk and dung, we might suppose tha 
the cow had tuberculosis. Not wr etm 
When slaughtered, not a sign of harm 
be discovered. Shall we argue from 
that the cow takes in these bacilli 
the grass or hay she eats and. the 
she drinks, and that this ingestion 
cretion are part and parcel of ordinary 
life and a normal phenomenon? We drink 
the milk and eat the butter and cheese. and 
300,000 children in the United States have 
tuberculusis caused by tubercle bacilli de- 
rived from the milk of cows. Would these 
cases be “obliterated” by. quarantine? Has 
this anything to do with transmission from 
CaSe to case, or “exclusive residence in the 
human body?" Evidently, te prevent. this 
class of infection, we must sterilize the milk. 
butter and cheese, for, although 
keep tuberculosis animals out of our 
we can in no way prevent the presence 
tubercle bacilli in the milk of healthy. cows. 
It begins to seem as if the gause of tu 
| for us to combat: that 
it is so universal and so stupendous that an 
infection by tubercle bacilli is absolutely, 
unavoidable. There is a great distinction 
that must be cleanly recognized between 
an infection by tubercle bacilli and tuber- 
culosis. We are all striving with micht 
and main to Keep tubercle bacilli from en- 
tering our bodies, when they are already 
there,eand have been ever: since our lives 
began. We Know beyond all doubt that 
by the time our children reach maturity thev 
are all infected by tubercle bacilli, because 
they all give positive tuberculin reactions. 
This does not mean that all of our children 
have tuberculosis. Far from it. But it does 
mean that the tubercle bacilli are there. 
and therefore, that each and every child 
is a possible victim. Since all are infected. 
the point of greatest importance is to know 
what this infection is doing. We can never 
in any way prevent the entrance of tuber- 
cle bacilli into the bodies of all our ehil- 
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watch of this infection and see what it is 
doing. We must know whether the child 
is safe or in danger, and we must have 
this knowledge, not only for today, but for 
tomorrow and for all time. How shall we 
know? If the child is sick or pale or list- 
less, or if there is anything to attract at- 
tention, we will be anxious and have the 
child examined, not by physical examina- 
tions of the lungs alone, because in 40 per 
cent of all cases these are valueless until 
much harm has been done. The X-Ray is 
often the only way of knowing to what ex- 
tent the disease has developed. 


Common Fallactes. 
We instinctively assume that good 
health is a guarantee against tuberculosis. 
it does not occur to us that a stroneg, 
healthy child can be in any danger. We as- 
sociate tuberculosis with being sick, or at 
least with being below the standard. And 
so our well children go on with their play, 
and their school, and their college, and then 
some day, for no reason whatever, and pos- 
Sibly as suddenly as though struck by a 
bullet, come crashing down with tubercu- 
losis. “How long have you been sick?’ 
asks the doctor. “Only a few weeks,” says 
the patient. “Just a little malaria, or in- 
or a bilious attack.” The con- 
Sclenti:ous physician examines the lungs as 
a matter of routine, and only too often 
finds that they are woven through and 
through with strands of tuberculous pro- 
cesses, and that the end has come. In spite 
ot good health and working capacity, these 
threads have crawled from point to point. 
occasioning no disturbance of health and 
strength, causing no cough, or expectoration, 
or fever, or loss of weight or strength— 
nothing whatever to indicate the hidden 
danger. The friends ask, “How did you con- 
tract it?’ Alas, this disease gnawing. at 
our very vitals is not so much “contracted” 
as developed. 

We know that in every babe there is an 
intestinal infection by “colon” bacilli. This 
is absolutely true of every individual. It 
is also true that these bacilli seldom 
harm, but that now and then they. leave 
the intestines, enter the lymphatics. and 
blood stream, and cause a diseased condi- 
tion of the bladder or kidneys, liver, gall 
bladder, lungs or even the brain. We know 
the possibility of these dangers, but we 
also. Know that they are inevitable, that 
it would be absurd to attempt to rotect 
ourselves against an infection which is part 
and parcel of our very life It begins to 
seem as if tuberculosis was an analogous 
condition; as if the original organism was 
a harmless, persistent, universal resident 
of the intestines, and that as a rule this 
infection did no harm. Now and then these 
bacilli are found in the feces or urine, or 
even the sputum, when there is no trace 
of disease, so that it is possible that they 
enter the blood stream and are excreted 
by’ us just as they are by the cow without 
doing harm. 

One per cent of all the babes to be born 
in 1914 will die of tuberculosis before the 
year 1s over, and this, whether the parents. 
have tuberculosis or not, and regardless of 
exposure. Can it be that these babes die 
because they have never been-able to suf- 
ficiently establish the ability to live in safe- 
ty with tubercle bacilli? 

_ &cientists are finding with ever increas- 
ing trequeney the immature, pre-bacillary 
forms in the tissues of prematurely born 
babes, and their presence in overwhelming 
numbers in the tissues does not necessaril\ 
imply destruction. Can it be that every 
year the children, unable to resist, are weed- 
ed out, and that from year to vear only 
the stronger survive, so that with increas- 
ing age the supply for the ensuing years 
becomes more and more obtained from the 


ranks of supposedly healthy people? The 


‘ tuberculosis of adults, of fathers and moth- 


ers and wage-earners,

Sure, because all our children are infected 
by the time they reaeh maturity. Suppos- 
ing that all tuberculosis begins in child- 
hood, and that the adult form is alwavs 
the delayed manifestation of a dangerous 
process that has existed for years, it is evi- 
dent that the detection of this danger is 
the greatest safeguard against its devel- 
opment. [t is delay, it is failure to dis- 
cover the existence of this danger that is 
death from tuberculosis, far more

could have an X-Ray apparatus, a 
equipped laboratory and the right men 
back of it all-—-men who are scientists capa- 
ble of handling these questions as Ravenel 
handled the bovine infection, Gorgas the 
canai and Bass the malarial organism, and 
couvid begin by studying our children, we 
should in a few years know how many chil- 
dren were in danger, and at what age, and 
by arresting these cases we should prove 
the relationship of the primary tuberculo- 
sis of children to the secondary tuberculosis 
of adults. As it is, we are working in the 
wrong way. We are waiting until the dis- 
ease pulls its victims down into beds, in- 
stead of trying to stop off the supply at 
the start. This is bad finance. Millions 
for detection and true prevention instead of 
waiting until we can only palliate, would 
be much better economy. The greatest need 
in tuberculosis work is not moré money, but 
more expenditure in brains, in comprehen- 
sion. What we spend in detection will save 
an immense amount later on in beds. Let us 
have a committee of scientists to show us 
the way and co-ordinate our efforts. Fewer 
beds, and more bralns. 
The relation of the state boards of health 
the protection of their people demands 
presentation of the true dangers of tu- 
the people in order that they 
may know how best to enact their own 
salvation. The “people must first know in 
order to act, and the means of defense must 
come from an enlightened, instructed popu- 
lation. The state beards of health should 
be equal to the occasion and instruct their 
taxpayers in the fundamental principles of 
finance aS applied to the tuberculosis prob- 
lem. Unfortunately, some health officers are 
too eagerly pursuing private gain in their 
practice to adequately protect their people 
The study of tuberculosis demands far more: 
time and far more strength than these offi- 
cials have to spare. Therefore, the blind 
lead the blind, and no progress is mad: 
Just as Dayton has asked for Gorgas, |é¢t 
the states ask for some man of splendid 
ability to devote his entire time to the pre- 
vention of tuberculosis according to the scli- 
entific principles of today, and not accord- 
ing to the dogmas and traditions inherited 
from the past. ‘Things move in the tuber- 
culosis world as well as in others, and he 
who stands still gets left. 

Four or five thousand dollars spent 
a scientific man to devote all his time to 
the study eof preventive medicine and the 
inStruction of the people, would be about 
as profitable an inyestment’as a state could 
make. Such men are being trained at Cam-

THE PYRAMID MAKE-UP OF NEWSPAPER PAGES 


An Address Before the Rotary Club of Atlanta by W. L. Halstead, Business Manager of The Atlanta Constitution 


HE PYRAMID MAKE-UP is the scheme by which newspaper 
{ 3 pages are assembled with the news matter at the upper left 

corner and across the top, and the advertising at the lower right 

corner, built upward and to the left, the larger advertisements 
xe at the bottom and the smaller ones pyramided according to 

size. It does not apply to classified advertising, to full page 
or other advertisements of full column length. In the last 
couple of years all the Atlanta newspapers have adopted it, in a modified 
form, however, as thev have not enforced it strictly. 


For a thorough understanding of its purpose and effect and the rea- 
sons for its wide adoption, it is necessary to study critically several of 
the fundamental phases of advertising and some relating principles un- 
derlying the newspaper publishing business. 


CHARACTER IS THE VITAL FACTOR IN A NEWSPAPER’S 
POTENTIALITY AS AN ADVERTISING MEDIUM. 


A newspaper should be made primarily for its readers. Its popularity 
with them and-their confidence in it controls to a very large degree its 
potentiality as an advertising medium. Quantity of circulation, irrespect- 
ive of other factors, has little value. It is the easiest thing imaginable to 
get circulation for even a hand-bill. The character of a newspaper as 
represented by the kinds of news matter it prints, its treatment of the 
news, its attitude upon public questions, its aims and purposes, its per- 
formances as an institution, the character of its ownership, are the vital 
factors in felation to results from its advertising columns, because it is 
those things which actually control, in the end, not only the quantity of its 
circulation, but the kind of people who read it, and the degree of credence 
they give its advertising. 

The greatest newspapers are the best advertising mediums. The 
only way to make a newspaper a fine advertising medium is to make it a 
fine newspaper. When people read the news in a newspaper they read 
the advertising. When they believe the news they believe the advertis- 
ing. The editor of a newspaper has more to do with the productiveness 
of his paper as an advertising medium than the circulation manager, the 
advertising manager and the business manager combined. 


MR. DON SEITZ’S FORMULA. 


I once heard Mr. Don Seitz, business manager of The New York 
World, give this formula for the business success of a newspaper: “Print 
the news and print it first,"” which when developed into its full signifi- 
cance means that the way to make money in the operation of a newspaper 
is to make it the best newspaper in its field. 

Joseph Pulitzer, the shining genius of present-day journalism, had a 
contemptuous disregard for the business side of his paper, although he 
was an able business man. He devoted the entire capacity of a won- 
derful mind to making The World a great newspaper. Tremendous profits 
came primarily because The World was a great newspaper to every one 
of its readers. 

As strange as it may seem, those papers which are the most deter- 
mined in the policy of giving their readers first consideration and which 
are the most rigid and arbitrary in subordinating the individual interests 
and personal preferences of advertisers, to that end, are the ones that 
are paying their advertisers best. 


THE CHICAGO DAILY NEWS’ POLICIES. 


The Chicago Daily News is a notable example of this. It is one of 
the most arbitrary papers in this country With respect to advertising 
rates, position, and other terms. Until recently it charged double price for 
all space occupied by cuts, and even penalties for breaking column rules 
in advertisements. It treats advertising strictly as a by-product. It will 
omit advertising without the slightest hesitation to make room for news 
or for any of its similar policies. It limits the amount of space an adver- 
tiser may use on certain days at congested periods. If an advertiser 
wishes to be sure of space on a certain day he reserves it in advance. 

These policies are unpopular with advertisers who seek special ad- 
vantages. But The Chicago Dnily News is conceded to be one of the 
most profitable mediums in the world for nearly all lines of newspaper 
advertising, and carries more of it than any other six-day paper. It is one 
of the three or four biggest money-makers in this country. While it has 
a very large circulation in a small area and its rates are quite low, never- 
theless the thing which gives it its remarkable productiveness is that it is 
built for its readers. The New York World, The New York Herald, The 
Chicago Tribune, The Washington Star, The Kansas City Star and many 
other leading advertising mediums follow the same general principle. 


A STORY OF MR. KEELEY. 


I heard this story told the other day of Mr. James Keeley, the able 
publisher of The Chicago Tribune. A slight elevator accident had oc- 
curred in a department store which used a great deal of space in The 
Tribune. A reporter investigated the matter, learned the trivial nature 
of the accident and turned in a few lines about it, which probably 
would have been crowded out of the paper. The store owner sent a 
peremptory message that nothing was to be printed about it. Mr. Keeley 


heard of this. made a new assignment of the accident, secured a photo-> 


graph of the lady, who merely had had a finger scratched and printed 
the story conspicuously on the front page. 

I think this was going a little to extremes. But Mr. Keeley, a great 
newspaper man, was so jealous of The Tribune’s independence that 
he would not permit his best advertiser to think that he could influence 
the news policy of the paper in the slightest particular. 


NEWSPAPERS ARE AT A DISADVANTAGE TYPOGRAPHICALLY. 


Newspapers are printed on paper that costs 2 1-2c a pound or less, 
with ink that costs 6c a pound or less, and at a running speed for each 
press unit of from 9,000 to 12,000 impressions an hour. 

All other kinds of printing, which pretend to typographical excel- 
lence, are done with paper costing at least three times as much as news- 
paper, with ink that costs from four to six times as much as news ink, 
and at a press speed of one-half to one-fourth as great. For example, 
the standard magazines, such as Cosmopolitan, Everybody's, McClure’s, 
are printed on paper costing 5c to 6c a pound. The ink costs 25c to 30c 
a pound. The infpressions are made a from 4,000 to 5,000 an hour. For 
such publications as The Ladies’ Home Journal, The Metropolitan and 
The Country Gentleman, which specialize in fine printing, these costs 
are higher. 

Newspapers are in competition for attention with all other period- 
icals. With these handicaps, it is essential that whatever opportuni- 
ties they have for typographical excellence, be realized upon to the 
fullest extent. Under the most favorable conditions, from a critical 
standpoint, newspapers are typographically inelegant. They are even 
cumbrous in size. If in the make-up they are still more unappealing, 
they suffer in this competition and to the degree that they so suffer 
are they depreciated as advertising mediums. 

Nobody reads a newspaper as a matter of duty. Newspapers are 
read only to the degree that they are interesting. If they are offensive 
tvpographically, in so far they are unattractive. The typography of 
a newspaper is analagous to a man’s dress. Men who do not dress 
in good taste are at a disadvantage in business and social activities. 
A newspaper which is not printed in good taste is handicapped similarly 
In circulation expansion work it is a well established fact that a paper, 
to secure new readers, must have the appearance of being newsy and 
enterprising. 


THE WHITE PAPER FORMULA. 


The number of pages in a newspaper is determined in most offices 
by some formula based upon the percentage of news and advertising 
matter. I imagine the public thinks a newspaper gathers all the adver- 
tising it can and all the news it wants, printing enough pages for both. 

That is not the case. It gets all the advertising it can and then 
says to its editor: “You have so many columns in which to print 


all the news and print it interestingly.” He must apportion the space 
for the various departments accordingly. 

Unless the formula, whatever it may be, is closely adhered to, the 
consumption of white paper will defeat profits. One sheet, or two 
pages, in The Constitution, for example, including composition, costs 
approximately $75. Two extra pages a day over the formula for a month 
would create $2,325 in net expense, with no additional revenue. Papers 
of large circulation omit advertising to control the number of pages, 
and will not increase it unless there is enough excess advertising to 
justify it. 

Under present conditions a newspaper, to make normal profits upon 
a normal investment, should receive for its advertising space, not less 
than 1 3-4c per inéh per thousand of circulation and sell 50 per cent of 
its total space at tha figure. That is predicated, of course, upon a fully 
developed advertiging business. This formula gives a rate for a paper 
of 50,000 circulation, of 87 1-2c per inch. If it does not sell half of its 
total space at this rate, it igs unlikely to make money. The average rate 
for newspaper advertising space for the entire country, recently ascer- 
tained, is 2.lc per inch per thousand of circulation. Small papers receive 
3c and 4c an inch. Metropolitan papers of very large circulation receive 
1 1-2c or even less, but only about one in five make money. 


THE PRACTICE OF ATLANTA NEWSPAPERS, 


For the month. of October, The Atlanta Journal’s advertising was 
48.6 per cent of the total space; The Constitution’s was 47.5 per cent; The 
Georgian and American’s was 40 per cent. In November The Constitu- 
tion’s percentage was 51 per cent; The Atlanta Journal’s 52 per cent, 
and the Georgian and American’s 45 per cent. These are months of 
heavy advertising. In the late spring and summer, when advertising is 
light, The Atlanta Journal’s percentage fell to 40 per cent; The Consti- 
tution’s to 42 per cent; The Georgian and American’s to 30 percent. The 
year round, The Atlanta Journal and The Constitution will average about 
45 per cent advertising, showing that Atlanta papers are generous in 
the amount of.news matter they print. The average advertising rate 
of these two papers is a fraction less than 1 3-4c per inch per thousand 
of circulation. 

Many of the best papers average 60 per cent advertising. I imagine 
The New York Evening Journal averages 70 per cent or more. I have 
seen issues of The Chicago News and The Chicago Tribune average 75 
per cent for single issues. 

In order to approximate the percentage between news and adver- 
tising matter that will provide a profit, the number of special advertis- 
ing positions mus* be limited. If a paper should attempt, for example, 
even to give position next to reading matter on every display advertise- 
ment, large and small, it could not average to exceed 33 per cent 
advertising. ; 

Consequently, there are two big problems to a publisher in relation 
to special positions. If he gives them to any large proportion of his 
advertisers it is impossible for him to make his paper pleasing and 
attractiye typographically to his readers, and in so far, he depreciates 
the potential advertising value of his paper. 

He will also inevitably increase the number of pages of enough 
issues to greatly reduce if not wipe out normal profits, for a great deal 
of advertising must be massed to create a profitable percentage between 
news and advertising. A newspaper is just as much entitled to profits 
as any other business. 


THE READING OF ADVERTISING IS PARTIALLY ACCIDENTAL. 


Undoubtedly it is true at the present time, at least, that the reading 
of advertising is, to a considerable extent, accidental. I mean by that. 
that comparatively few people take up a newspaper for the specific 
purpose of reading the advertising. Many women read retail store adver- 
tising systematically. A great many people read the classified advertis- 
ing with as definite an interest as the news columns. But it is only fair 
to say that these probably constitute the minority of readers. Most of 
them read a paper for the news, which is its chief function, encounter the 
advertising simultaneously, are attracted by it for one reason or another 
and read it extensively. That they do read the advertising is no longer 
debatable. 

Quite naturally, therefore, advertisers seeking maximum results from 
the space they buy want the positions they think will attract the most 
readers to their particular advertisements. 

There is the widest difference of opinion as to the positions which 
are valuable. One advertiser wants a right-hand page. Another wants a 
left-hand page. One wants the back page, on the theory that the majori- 
ty of people turn from the first immediately to the last page. Another 
wants the second or third page, in the belief that most people read the 
pages in the order that they are assembled. One wants the society page 
in the conviction that everybody reads the society news. One insists 
upon the top of the page, believing people read across the page before 
going downward. Another wants the bottom of the page following 
reading matter for some fanciful reason. There are dozens of preferences 
of this kind, many of them based on contradictory and some on fantastic 
psychological theories of the habits of the public mind. 

Very few papers outside the large cities, where the tendency in all 
lines of business is to enforce strict business rules with all customers 
impartially, are able to resist giving some preferential positions as in- 
consistent and as valueless as many of them are. Every one likes 
to please his customers and especially his business friends. Few busi- 
ness men relish persistent refusal to favor patrons. 


THE POSITION PROBLEM. 


The matter of position is one of the most difficult problems that 
business and advertising managers have to meet. It involves perpe*ual 
partiality, frequent friction, very great inconveniences and often need- 
less expense. The mechanical problem in a composing room of fulfilling 
position requirements is often acute. In my own office even the pyramid 
make-up has not entirely solved the problem. I have seen the printers 
calculate and scheme and shift advertisements and news about from 
page to page, with the press hour pressing, trying to approximate the 
pyramid make-up and at the same time fill a lot of special positions 
which have been bought and others requested, many of them of abso- 
lutely no value, as far as results were concerned. 


THE VALUE OF SPECIAL POSITION IS LARGELY IMAGINARY. 


The value of the position usually desired by advertisers, such as 
enumerated, is largely imaginary. Most of them are based on pure theory 
of little or no actual significance. 

Any advertisement that relies upon trapping readers by sensational 
headlines, freakish cuts or set-up, or advantageous position on a page, 
is a bad advertisement. Any advertisement of reasonable size, contain- 
ing a legitimate and opportune business message, properly written and 
typographically pleasing, will produce profitable results. If it does not 
contain real merit as an advertisement, it will fail despite all efforts 
to force it upon the readers unwillingly. 

Classified advertising pays, in a definite and unmistakable way. It 
is devoid of typographical display of any kind and the only position is 
by classification. 

Magazine advertising pays when many pages ‘are assembled in mass 
far removed from reading matter. 


THE POLICY OF THE SATURDAY EVENING POST. 


The last time I heard it quoted the advertising rate of The Satur- 
day Evening Post was $8 an agate line per insertion. This is $112 an 
inch or $5,376 a page. The Post stands at the very top of the list of 
profitable advertising mediums of its class. ‘ 


Not only does it censor its advertising columns as to the charac- 
ter of the matter admitted, but controls by the most rigid rules the 
typographical appearance of every advertisement. It permits no solid 
black illustrations to mar the symmetry of pages. It prohibits freakish 
composition of every kind. Every advertisement must conform strictly 
to the typographical style which it, and not the advertiser, prescribes. 
If you don’t happen to fancy the prescription you can swallow it or 
stay out. You are likely to be humiliated if you suggest special posi- 
tion, except in reference to the few that it offers for sale at special prices. 


THE NEW YORK HERALD A MARVELOUS PRODUCER. 


For many years The New York Herald not only gave no special 
positions, but set advertising only in outline type. All the advertising 
was, as is most of it now, as mild typographically as the news. ,Recently 
competition forced it into a partial waiver of the rule. Its daily circula- 
tion is about 100,000 and its Sunday circulation abou: 250,000, less than 
a third that of several other New York papers, charging substantially 
the same advertising rates. Yet The New York Herald has stood for 
years on a parity with its competitors, no matter what the quantity of 
their circulation, as a positive result producer. 


AN EXAMPLE OF RESULTS WITHOUT POSITION OR 
TYPOGRAPHICAL APPEAL. 


The Constitution has been conducting a somewhat experimental 
advertising campaign for Sherrer, the grocer, at No. 36 Gordon street. 
It has been strikingly successful. The biggest day’s business created 
during the campaign and the advertisement that apparently produced 
the most direct results, was one buried by large advertisements, far 
removed from reading matter, on a page of no special selection, and 
contained only small type and no cuts, crowded even to the point of 
unattractiveness. 


APPROPRIATE CLASSIFICATION THE ONLY ESSENTIAL POSITION. 


In my opinion, about the only point of real significance in the mat- 
ter of position is that of. classification. I believe that advertising is 
entitled to be placed near appropriate reading matter. A cigar adver- 
tisement on a society page would be considerably depreciated, because 
every one knows that few men read that class of news and such an 
advertisement so placed would be missed by most of the class of read- 
ers to which it is directed. A millinery ad on the market page would 
encounter the same condition. 

Newspapers. are too large in size to be read in their entirety. It 
is of actual importance that ads, especially those not large enough to 
command attention by their size, be put in that part of a newspaper 
to which the class of readers it is seeking to reach are likely to turn, 
because, to reiterate; as yet most people peruse a newspaper for the 
news and read the advertising incidentally. 

But it is of much more importance to the advertising that the de- 
partment of the paper in which it is located be highly interesting and 
artistically made-up typographically, as to attract and hold the reader, 
than that each advertisement be so placed that he will stub his toe on 
it, sO to speak, utter a mental curse and skip to a page that is made- 
up for him and not the advertiser, where he is given only an invitational 
opportunity to read the advertising and not be compelled to dig the 
news he is seeking out from a potpourri of advertisements. 


THE PYRAMID MAKE-UP. 


The pyramid make-up is a compromise of all these conditions 
have attempted to describe. 

It.enables a paper to give preferential position at the left side and 
across the top of pages to news, to which it is entitled, from both the 
standpoint of the reader and the advertiser, as difficult as it-is to make 
the. latter appreciate the favor. 

It enables the paper to increase the percentage of advertising per 
issue without any apparent diminution of news. Through a kind of 
optical illusion, a newspaper page with 50 per cent of pyramided ad- 
vertising will appear to contain 60 per cent or more of news matter. 
A page containing 50 per cent of advertising, placed indiscriminately, 
will appear to contain 40 per cent or less of news matter. This does 
not take into consideration at all the very much more pleasing typo- 
graphical appeal that can be given the pyramided page. 

The pyramid represents the square deal. The larger an advertise- 
ment the less it needs position consideration of. any kind. Its very 
size helps it to attract readers. It gives opportunity for full descrip- 
tions of business propositions and for appealing typographical display 
as long as the reading of advertising is partially accidental. The smaller 
advertisement is at some, although by no means a fatal, disadvantage 
in all these particulars, as some of the most successful advertising cam- 
paigns ever made were with small copy. But the small adver‘isement igs 
entitled to an equal chance for attention with the big one. If it is buried 
by the big one it hasn’t an equal chance. 

The giving of large customers low prices and concessions is a relic 
of the period in business when “the buyer had to beware,” when com- 
merce was a matching of the wits of the buyer against those of the 
seller. The rapid tendency in all lines of business today is to treat all 
customers alike. Quantity discounts are going out of practice. Honesty, 
fairness and impartiality are the policies of modern business. 


ADVERTISING IS A BUSINESS SCIENCE. 


Advertising is very hearly a business science. In general terms 
the formula for its success is to offer the public honest values at hon- 
est prices, describe the merchandise, the service or whatever is for 
sale, truthfully, but interestingly, in a typographica! form that is 
pleasing, placing the message in an advertising medium ot known circu- 
lation, but of good business character, at standard rates. 


Cleverness, trickery, veiled or unveiled deception, exaggeration, 
freakishness and all other artifices are the relics of the primitive and 
experimental days of advertising, are not sound practice and in the long 
run decrease the best results from the expenditure of any advertising 
appropriation. 


For precisely the same reason, when advertisers s:op harassing the 
advertising manager with— 


“Bill Jones’ ad was over mine this morning and mine was ruined.” 
“Nobody saw my ad today, because it was on page 10.” 


“Put my ad tomorrow at the top of the page or leave it out:” and 
begin to talk like this: . 


“Your paper is wooden and lacks that element of interest as a whole 
which will make people read it thoroughly. If the paper does not hold 
the interest of your subscribers absorbingly they are unlikely to read 
my advertising.” 

“Your paper is not aggressive enough in its discussions of public 
questions. ! want the paper | advertise in to be a power for public good. 
I want it to be a factor in the industrial, moral and educational uplift of 
this community, because | want my advertising to absorb some portion 
of the editorial prestige of your paper.” 


“My advertisement this morning was bad typographically. It jarred 
upon your readers. it was unappealing. Better get some better printers.” 


“My advertisement today was adjoining that of a quack doctor whose 
business not only is in disrepute, but whose advertising is unclean. | do 
not want my advertisement read either before or after his. 1! am as 
jealous of the company my advertising keeps as | am of my own personal 
reputation. Put my advertisement on the cleanest page in your paper.” 

“My advertising is not pulling properly. | think the copy is not 
right. Give me your critical opinion of it.” 

Then will the advertiser and the newspaper be co-operating in the 
constructive betterment of both the advertising and the paper as a 
medium in the essential things that constitute true merit in both.

Practically ey- 
ery man has a certain amount of en- 
thusiasm. But the point to watch is 
the length of time that that enthu- 
siasm continues.

IN STATE 
OF SIEGE. 

“Beginning at about 1 o'clock of 
the eighteenth and continuing on for 
about forty-eight hours the school was 
in a practical state of siege. Bunch 
after bunch of rebels came to the 
place demanding arms, ammunition 
and money. In fact, they insisted 


that everything of value be given 
them without controversy on peril of 
life. 

“As long as anything lasted the 
rebels were given freely all they ask- 
ed for to keep them from entering the 
school building. Awful threats were 
made against the women, and they 
had been hidden in various parts of 
the house, but no woman was molest- 
ed at any time. In fact, so far as we 
could learn, no harm came to any 
woman, either foreign or native, dur- 
ing the siege of the city. 

“In their destruction of the town 
the rebels had no system. To take 


what they wanted and destroy what 
they did not want, seemed all they 
cared to do, and when they had fin- 
ished with the town it was a wreck. 

“In their work of destruction and 
thievery the rebels destroyed Mr. 
Watson’s business, the American Gro- 
cery company, including account 
books, records and stock on hand, and 
then in addition they went to the 
home of Mr. Watson and riddled same 
with bullets and hand bombs, ran- 
sacked the house, taking away even 
the bed clothing and personal clothes. 
This took place at about 9 o’clock in 
the morning, just after we had left 
our home to go to the mission school.

“In this one day we the sav- 
ings of years, and all we have to show

REAL CAUSE 
OF CONDITIONS. 

“Going back to the real cause of 
the present conditions in Mexico it is 
interesting to note that it prac- 
tically a fight of the laboring classes 
against the rich. For years the land 
owners and better class Mexieans 
have ground down the poor people, 
deprived them of arms and the right 
to education, and lived in ease and 
luxury off their degradation. 

“The common people have risen en 
masse against this condition and the 
better class, long used to lives oF 
ease and luxury, and utterly devoid “of 
courage or patriotism, unable to 
cope with the situation. Thus the 
better class are not able to handle 
the conditigns and the lower class by 
years of slavery are not fit to govern, 
and a general condition of chaos ex- 
ists.

HOW REBEL 
3ANDS FORM. 
“Many do not understand 


rebel bands are formed. It is very 
simple when you know the facts. On 
the ranches and at the mines a few 
dissatisfied laborers will leave in a 
bunch and later make a raid on a 
ranch or a mine for ammunition and 
guns and horses. In roving around 
this bunch will meet another similar 
bunch and then still another. Then 
they elect a leader. As soon as they 
are strong enough they proceed to 
take some small village, and the com- 
mander of the bunch becomes famous 
immediately. Several of these ‘vil- 
lage takers’ get together and a head 
leader is selected and they then pro- 
ceed to take some city. Thus the 
army grows until a real formidable 
body of men get together, often as 
many as several thousand able bodied 
men. This in a nutshell is the story 
of: the organization of the various 
branches of the rebel army. 

“And the hopelessness of the situa- 
tion is in the fact that the rich and 
better class are cowards without 
patriotism and the poorer class with- 
out ed@cation and not fit to govern. 
Therefore, where is there reasonable 
hope for Mexico to get from out 
present conditions? 

“Added to this also is the fact that 
a Mexican of almost any class will for 
money do most anything. For a few 
paltry dollars he will sell out any
